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MOOSE HILL WILDLIFEMANAGEMENT AREA

(Paxton/Spencer/L eicester)

SIZE: 567 acres of hilly to level terrain.
U.S.G.S. Quad: Worcester North

VEGETATION: Mixed hardwood and conifer forest interspersed with agricultural and
brushy fields, shrub swamp and grass hummock wetland.

WATER: Marsh and a single, cold water stream containing native brook trout.

WILDLIFE: Grouse, woodcock, deer, aquatic fur-bearers, cottontail rabbit, gray
squirrel, raccoon, waterfowl and numerous upland and lowland nongame
species. A limited number of pheasant are stocked during the open season.
